There is no place where a firmer 
belief in (IreaiiiH and |)resen(iinentH 
can l>e fcMiiul than urncHmHailorinen 
of all elaHHOH. In this reapeet the 
the jack tarH of onr Hhips of war 
prov<i UHMnnelveH true hohh of the 
sea. l'h(*ro are, inoreoviM-, iriany 
well authenti<»!ito<l iiistancvH in tin* 
luHlory of the navy whitdi at l<*ast 
afford a vivid (»xeUHe for the fervid 
belief in dreanman*! portents whieh 
is to be fonnd in every forecastle. 
Three of these stories of sailors' 
dreams that eame true are (Hmeern- 
ed with nam(»s famous in onr naval 
history aT»d are voin^hed for t^y wi(- 
nenses who cannot he doubted. 
One of the stories is to be fonnd in 
the diary of one of the best-known 
officers of the olden days. 

On the I5th of September, 1812, 
Commodore William liain bridge 
hoist(^d his i)ennant on bojrd the 
Constitution, having received 
orders to take her with the frigate 
Essex, Capt. David Porter, and the 
slooj) Hornet, Capt. James Law- 
rence, on a cruise against British 
commerce in the Kast Indies. The 
Essex was at that tim<^ in the I>cla- 
ware, but the Hornet was in Bos- 
ton, and the Constitution and the 
Hornet sailed away together, bound 
first to PcH'lo Playa, on St. Jago 
Island, one of the ('ape de Verdes, 
wluTc tlus Essex was expectcMl to 
join them. 

The Essex having fail(»d (o come 
in time, the CV)nstitntion and the 
Hornet proceeded to the coast of 
Brazil, and on arriving off Bahia, 
which was then calh»d Han Salvador, 
found a fine British slooj* of war at 
anchor in the harlior. 

For several days the Vjinkccs 
cruised off this harbor, vainly striv- 
ing to coax the Englishmen to come 
out and meet the HorrnU, and while 
awaiting the issue of this cor- 
respondence (V)mmodorc Bainbridgi^ 
had a dream that, b<H'aUH(* of tlu^ 
clearness of its |)roc'ession of (^v<mi(s, 
made a very great impression uptm 
him — so great, in fact, that he ns- 
lated it to some of the officers as- 
Hociatttd with him, and also noted 
it in his diary. 

If the tlieory is true that oner's 
waking thoughts cause the visions 
of sleep, then this was such a 
dream as fnight naturally have 
been ex|KMd<»d by tfie CommodoH^ 
for h(^ waH hooking and hoping for a 
fight, and he dreaminl that he was 
in otie. But, as said, this was not 
an ordinary vague vision; it was a 
dream in which he plainly saw a 
frigat** come down tht^ wirnl in 
chase (»f the (Nmslitdition, saw her 
strive to gain a raking position and 
fail ; saw in detail a battle that 
ensued, and then, having whi|)p(Hl 
her, lus saw a boat coming frcnn her 
to tiring her officers as [irisoners to 
the (Constitution. As this boat 
drew rH»)ir he noticed the indivi- 
duals in the st(»rn |)articiibuiy, and 
was sur priseci to sec* sitting where 
he (expected the captain of the de- 
feat od Niliip ;i iiniii who tijid lu tin bio 



features and was dressed in the 
uniform of a British general. 

Very naturally the events of the 
days that followed drove this 
dream from the commodore's mind. 
The British captain in Bahia re- 
fused to come out and, as the 
l^^ssex was expected to arrive off 
(.'ape I^^'ioon any day, Bainbridge 
f(dt obliged to leave the Hornet 
to bIoeka<le Bahia while he went 
down to the (uii)e in the Constitu- 
tion to look for Porter. 

It was early on the morning of 
Tuesday, Dec. 29, 1H15, that the 
Constitution sailed away on this 
mission, but before she was out of 
sight of Bahia the lookout hail<»d 
the deck to say that two sails were 
seen well up to the windward, and 
bound, apparently, for the port the 
the (/onstitution was leaving. 

That was right inttvresting news. 
Acoufdeof Ib'itisli frigat(*s might 
be coming, but the commodore was 
the kind of man who would stand 
by until he learned all about it. 

It was 9 o'clock when the sails 
weie refiorted. At 10 one of them 
heade<l for port, while the other 
came down the wind for a look at 
the Constitution. 

As was learned later the bold 
stranger was th(^ Java, Capt. Lam- 
bert, fresh from port, full manned 
and with 100 able snpernunH^rar'ies 
on board. And (nnn captain to 
midshi[>nuin, from boat-nwain to 
po\vd(»r monkey, evt^y soul of them 
was aninuit.(Ml with that mild con- 
tempt which all British sea fighters 
felt toward all other sea ti^» liters at 
the latt*»r end of the Napoleonic- 
warn. 

At 1 150 o'clock, being then half 
a miles away and to windward, the 
bohl Briton thought to run down 
and rake the Constitution. It was 
a trick that might have* worked with 
a Frenchnuin, but not with a 
Yank<M>, and when the manoMivre 
ha<l tieen met, Bainbridge* opened 
the battle with a Mingle gun, and 
"g(Mi(M'al a(Mion with round grape 
th(Mi co«!im(*nced." 

How the two frigates reached to 
a,nd fro across the wind ; how their 
crews, Htrippcid to the waist, work- 
ed over the guns ; how Bainbridge, 
in spites of a raking, luffed up until 
he was within pistol range of the 
enemy ; how a towering cloud of 
smoke fogge<l them in — a cloud 
that was illumined with spurting 
flame and roared like a tornado as 
it rose high in air and sagged away 
down the wind ; how the spars of 
both ships wert^ jioked (»ut of tliis 
cloud first on one side and then on 
the other as th<»y reached and 
wore ; how a time came when the 
spars of but one appeared, and those 
held aloft the Stars and Stripes to 
flutter in the gentle gale — that is 
one of the stirringest tales known 
to Yankee history. 

As the fight In^gan Baingridge 
was pacing th(\ cpiarfer deck, l)ut 
after atinuwi musket ball lodged in 
his hip and sent him t(» lean for 
sup[)ort on the frame of the steering 
wheel. 'I'h«m a round shot 
knocked the whe<\l to s|>linteTs and 
drove a eopjxM* Ixdf into his thigh. 
Still he remained ox\ deck, going 
now to the tafTrail for support. 

And there he stood as his men 
shot away the headgear of the 
(Miemy. Her foremast went next 
and then her maintoi>nuist. She was 
all but IndplcHs now, and a little 
lat<»r — it was at 3 155 o'clo(»k — the 
mizzennuist sway«'d for an instant 
to tins lee roll of the shi|>, and tlien 
with swish and crash, over it went. 

The firing ceased. A silence 
tluit was broken only by the wails 
and shrieks of tlu^ wounded to(»k 
tJie jdaec of the* roar of batth*. The 
towering clou<l of smoke thintuMl 
and floated away down the wind, 
revealing tho Java asaworthh^ss 
hulk, rolling to the long swell of 
the Soutlnn'n trades. 

A boat — ''on<» of th** only two 
nunaining" — was sent over to the 
wreck, and wIhmi it came l>a<*k it 
was loadcMi with officers in gorgeous 
uniforms from the beat(»n ship. 
Commodore Bainl)ridge, still lean- 
ing on tin* rail, watched lu^r silently 
as she camt^ wobbling over the seas. 
until his vyt* f<d[ on the eomnuind- 
ing flgun* of a nmn seated to fatM* 
tl»e Constitution. Then, grasping 
the arm of a lieutenant wfu> stood by 
his side, the commodore pointed to 
the otrK»er in the coming boat and 
said excitedly: **That is the 
i<lenfieal officer I saw in my dream. *' 

Nor was that all, for as the com- 
modore re(*ail'»< I 11"^ wbidi* iii'iiior 



the details of the battle as he dream- 
ed of it corresponded exa(»tly with 
those of the one just enoed. 

As the reader will renuMuber, the 
officer point (m1 out by (\)mnu)dore 
Bainbridge was Lieut. Thonnis His- 
lop, who had been appointed (jtovcr- 
nor of Bombay an<i was being con- 
veyed to his post by the Java. 

Something akin to this story of 
the Java fight is told of Captain 
Charh\s Stewart when on the last 
(»ruise the Constitution made in the 
war of 1812, but this is th»^ story of 
what may be called a walking 
dream — a pn»sentiment rather than 
a vision of the sleepinir brain. It 
was on the 19th of February, 1815. 
and while the Constitijtion was 
!'unninii free en route from tin* 
coast of Spain toward the Maderia 
Island in search of British ships. 
She hatl then been two nu)nths 
and two days out of Boston and 
had done nothing but capture a 
couple a merchant ships. It was 
right hard luck in the mindsof her 
officer, and the one topic that 
engrosscil tluMr minds and peo- 
veisation was this hard luck. 

So it hainiened that as a numlier 
of them gathered about tin* star- 
board gangway at about noon on 
on the 19th, and the usual subject 
was br«)ached. Captain Stewart 
overheard what they said. Stop- 
ping b(^sid(* tin* group, he said in a 
way that carricMi conviction : *' 1 
assure you, gcMithunen, that before 
the sun again rises aiul sets you will 
be engaged in battle with the enemy, 
and it will not be with a single 
ship." 

This was at noon on February 
19th, 1815. IMie next day, late iii 
(he afternoon, the British ships 
Cyane and Levant were met. 
Taken togc^ther they were not a fair 
match for old Ironsides, but pbutk 
and p<Msistenee nmde right good 
substitutes fi)r metal in those days, 
and as night shut down on the sea 
at it they went, at a range that 
gave the mhort guns all thepen<»tra- 
tion needed. The snu»ke soon hid it 
the ships from eacli other, but as 
tho ('onstilution forged ahead of 
the British ships to range up be- 
side th(» other the onebtdiiud lufTed 
up to cross the Yankee's stern. 
Tht^ ('onstitutitm was caught in 
chancery, so to speak, and, tack 
or wear as he might, he was sure to 
(^atch a raking fin* that won hi 
splash his d(H»k with Yankee blood. 
But Charles Stewart was the num 
im' that or any (Muergency afhiat, 
and, throwing tin* sails on main and 
mi/zcMi flat aback, he diove theCi>n- 
stitution stern on until he blufTe<l 
off the exulting Englishman that 
was behind him and rakcui him in- 
st<^ad — raked him with such slaugh- 
ter that surrender soon followed. 

IVople a plenty have been found 
to sjxvik (»f Captian Stewart's belief 
in present inuMits as idle supersti- 
tion, but wh(»n his ability as a 
saliornuin was mentioned the best 
of tln^n took off their hats in honor 
of his achieviMuent. 

Another story of a sailor's dream 
n'lates to the death of Commo<lore 
()Iiv<'r Hazard P^Miy. As will be 
remembered. Perry \\vu\ down 
among the Sjianish West Indies in 
1819 to suppress the piracy rampant 
there. He saile<i with the John 
Adams and the Nousu<*h, while the 
Constellation was ordered to follow 
some time later. Wo was obliged 
first of all, to see tin* authorities of 
V<Miezuela about some d<»predations 
committed by their eruis<Ms, and 
acc(H'dingly lu^w<Mit up the Orinoco 
;U)(> miles to Angostura- He was 
successful in his mission, but it was 
aecon»plisluHl duiing the heat of 
tln^ troi>ieal summer, an<l the cli- 
nmti^ was mor** than INury could 
endure. He was taken with fevi4 
on his way down the river, and 
died as his ship was arriving at 
Port of S[)ain, Trinidad. 

M(»aritim<»theCt»nst4dlation,Capt. 
A. S. Wadsworth, was en route to 
join Perry at Trinidatl, and on 
August 24, Capt. Wadswortli had a 
dream that was most impressive. 
He seiMuecf to be packing the 
(|uarterdeck of his ship, atid look- 
ing at the sea and sky with admir- 
ing ey<\ wfien, with s<»nH» li(tlesfir, 
a man cam<» on boanl at the 
wealluM* gangway. Looking in that 
direction he saw that it was Capt. 
(fordon, who, as he knew, had be*^n 
d<»a<l s(»nn* y(»ars, but Wadsworth 
was in no wisi>distnrbtMl lU' astonish- 
ed at siudiig him. After, a greet- 
ing, (Gordon said : 

*' Where are \ '^i» Iwum-I ''^'* 



" I am going out as Perry's cap- 
tain." replied Wadsworth; ''he 
will hoist his Hag on board at Tri- 
nidad." 

*' No," said Gordon, 'Mhat you 
must !u>t expect to see, for Perry 
now belongs to my squadron. 
Look around and you will be 
convinced." 

He pointed over the side of the 
ship. Capt. Wadsworth looked in 
the direction indicated, aiul saw 
what app<'ared to hv a harbor, with 
a town and a tort. The flags of the 
slii|)s in port and on the fort were 
at half mast. Minute guns wen^ 
tiring. Prssently two or three boats 
came out of from beliind a man-of- 
war at anchor in the harbor. They 
wen* filled with officc^^s, and the 
^mnv rowed slowly and with muffied 
oars. Anotherboat carryinga band 
that played a dead march next ap- 
peared, and after this still another 
boat tlmt bore a coffin, shrouded 
in black and bearing a naval hat 
and sword. The coffin was sur- 
rounded by officers, who seemed in 
deep grief. The procession glided 
with minute strok(*s toward the 
town. The sound of toiling bells 
and minute guns were plaiidy 
heard. 

At this point of the dream C^apt, 
Wadsworth was awakeneil, and so 
d(»ep was the impression nuvde by 
it that he <lid not go to sleep again 
that night. In the morning the 
dream \Vas described to the other 
officers of the ship, and a record of 
it was written out for future re- 
ference. 

After a few days Port of Spain 
was leached, and the John Adams 
was found at anchor there. As 
soon as the Constellation was an- 
chored a boat came ovvv frt)m the 
Adams with an officer, who came to 
announce the death of Perry and 
when he was (luestioned about the 
funeral pio(»ession in detail 
precisely as Capt. Wadsworth has 
seen it, antl the funeral was held 
on the 24th. It is but fair to say 
that uuire than one version of this 
stijry can l>e found in print. 
Frost's*' Book of the Navy "says 
the Constellation learned of the 
funeral at St. Thomas, for insta!u»e. 
But the stories all agree in the in»- 
portant facts. 

Possibly these true stories of the 
sea nuiy serve to aid those students 
of nuMrtal phenonu^na who are in- 
terested in exploring the mysteri- 
ous world of dreams. — LouisviUe 
Coid'ier- Journal ,

The worst of all kinds of sound 
in chur(»h is that of human voices 
not engaged in service; worst in in- 
decency, woi-st in moral transgres- 
sion. Even religions conversation 
is wrong; secular conversation is 
profanity. ConimcMits on the ser- 
vi<»e itst^lf, if favorable and friend- 
ly, are im|>ertinent ; if critical, are 
disgraceful ; if comical, or calculat- 
ed to piovoke laughter, are in- 
famous. If those who whisper 
wouhl think twice first. th(\v would 
ct>mnu>nly see that no seriovis harn\ 
would com<^ of keeping still till 
aft<u' the st^rvice. The insult lies 
against His courts, against tin* au- 
thorities of the chnrcdi, against the 
congregatitin. A whisper is a form 
of ill- manners, and more deplorable 
betviuse it is scanMdy capable of 
rebuke and suppression by any 
other means than a gtMieral sense of 
good behavioi and a right educH- 
tion/' 



Liquid air, which is the air we 
breathe reduced to liquid form un- 
der high presurc, is al^out the cold- 
est thing known to science. Except 
for a faint bluish tint, becoming 
more j)ronounced as the liquid 
evaporates, it looks like pure water. 
Each cubic foot of liquitied air re- 
presents 758 cubic feet of ordinary 
air. All heat originally derived 
from the sun having practically ex- 
pel knl during compiession, in re- 
turidng tt» its gaseous state im- 
mense power lies in its expansion. 
This power, of highest et!iciency, 
is easily contmlled and utilized. 
Two distinct fluids are present, 
liquefied nitrogen and oxygen. The 
nornuil temperature of liquefied air 
is 31 2 degrees below zero Fahrenheit, 
or about 260 degrees colder than the 
perpetually frozen Arctic regions. 

During the past ten years Mr. 
Charles E. Tripler, of New York, 
has devoted hiji vime to improving 
and cheapening the process of 
liquefying air, an<i ex[>erinuMiting 
with the lluitl. His machines n<yw 
liquefy air at the rate of forty 
gallons per da}^ an<l the cost is less 
than twHuity-five cents per gallon. 
Mr. Tripler expects to produce it at 
a much lower price. 

It will thus liecome of inestimable 
commercial value, and promises to 
revolutionize present agencies forn- 
frigeration and power production. 
Its general use would dicontinue 
the demand for coal in the produc- 
tion of power. The new force is 
much more powerful than steam and 
father reaching is its possibilities 
than eleetiicity. Pro{>osals from 
capitalists to develop his inventions 
have bt^en showered upon Mr. Trip- 
ler, but his own large fortune will 
enable him to go forward without 
their aid. 

His apparatus, taking the heat 
from the air, creates a cold so 
intense that incoming air liquefies 
at atmospheric pressure. At the 
beginning steam power and astrong 
compressor forces air into a series 
of coils, copper pipes and leather 
valves. In thirteen minutes from 
the begitming of the process liquid 
air pours from a faucet at the end 
of a route traversed. It is then 
passed into another apparatus pro- 
ducing a more intense cold, and the 
external air, driven by natural 
pressure through the inlet tube to 
to till the vacuum caused by con- 
densation, beconu^s liquet^ecb 

It has been found ditTicultto con- 
fine the liquid for transportation. 
Mr. Tripler has succeeded in 
transporting it from New York to 
Boston and Washington, keeping it 
from evaporation for thirty-six 
hours, an<i now claims that it can 
be handled without danger if the 
gases are not coutitied. If by 
chance the tops of the cans were 
entirely closed the fluid would ex- 
plode with terriflc force, a gallon 
being suflicient to wreck a building 
of the strongest construction. Yet 
it may be clipped with an ordinary 
cup and poure<i from one vessel into 
another as one poms water; but if 
a tin dipper which has been im- 
mersed in liquid air for a second 
shouhi be droppiMl •* ^^-"Id shatter 
like glass. 

A few weeks ago a numlver of 
scientific men wei^e invited to wit 
ness Mr. Tripler' s experiments. 
Among them were Dr. Cyrus Ed- 
son, Mr. James J. Pearson, an au- 
thoiity on explosives, formerly with 
tlu^ Armstrongs, warship builders; 
Mr. Herbert Twcddle, one of the 
constructoisof the pine line built by 
Great Britain across the Sahara 
desert; Lieut, (leorge Kuzenzel, 
inventor of airships, and Mr. W. E. 
Munn, editor of the ,^.m*.. )/;/?(» 
American, 

During twt> lu>urs a bewildering 
series of experiuu^nts were per- 
formed before these witnesses. A 
tumblerful of liquid air was pounni 
into a test tube about a foot long 
and a little more than an inch in 
diameter. The top was closed 
with a Ci>rk through which three 
slentler glass tubtvs two fe«^t long 
passed. These wtuv open at both 
ends and dipped beneath the sur- 
face of the flui<i. This prepar^Ml 
tul>e was taken into the street and 
there its bottom was immersed in a 
tumbler partly filled with water. 
The pressure o( the '* air-steam "' 
was so great tluit the cork could 
hardly be held in place and the 
liquid was foiled through the 
small tubes in snowy jets rising 



amid cloud of vapor to a height of 

fifteen feet, an;1 falling in a storm 
of snow* and rain. 

If the test tube had been held in 
the hand the result would have 
been the same, l)ut in a few sec<»nds 
the hand would have been frozen. 
There is hence no doubt that liquid 
air would be of incalculable value 
in cooling rooms in summer. 

In tho next experiment fire was 
frozen. A tea kettle partly filled 
with liquid air was placed over the 
intense heat of six Bunsen gas burn- 
ers! It began instantly to boil. 
Near the firat kettle a second, also 
partly filled with liquid air, was 
placed upon a cake of ice. This 
liqtiid air began to boil hanierthan 
that which was over the fire. On 
lifting the liquid from the fire a 
sheet of ice was found over the 
bottom, thickest where the flames 
had l)een hottest. 

Dropping ice in the kettle made 
it boil harder, and a few ounces of 
water caused it to gurgle, spout and 
spit and the lid could only be held 
on with difliculty. At the close of 
the experiment the kettle was in- 
verted and lumps of ice were found 
inside, as dry as chalk. Scientists 
estimated that power enough had 
been generated to run an engine. 
The '' steam" was ice cold. 

A tin lemonade shaker half filled 
with liquid air was slowly revolved 
in a pan of water. The casing of 
ice which immediately formed 
around it cracked with the intense 
cold. 

After repeated immersions an ice 
cup was partly filled witli liquid air 
into which Mr. Triplet dropped 
a lighted cigarette. With a sinule 
putT it wa-i consumed^ the ic > {gup 
remaining uninjured. A white- 
hot carbon lod was plunged into the 
liquid air in the cup. It burned 
w^ith itense brightness. 

Heat came through the ice, which 
was not melted or cracked. A steel 
wire in the cup, lighted with a 
match, burned like a fuse, the bot- 
tom of the cup being covered with 
pellets of steel. During this time 
the ice cup had been held on a 
linen handerchief, which was found 
to be fn)zen so stiftly that it could 
be bmken in the fingers. After re- 
maining in the liquified air for a 
few seconds an egg could be}>ound- 
ed into bits as fine as flour. Raw 
beefsteak yielded the same results. 
When taken from the liquid it was 
so hard it rang like silver. Rublter 
after having been immerst^d a few 
seconds became as brittle as glass. 
Leather, strange tosiiy, was not af- 
fected by the fluid. 

If into cream, sweetened and 
flavwed, a spoonful of liquid air be 
dropped six seconds of stirring will 
produce excellent ice-cream. A 
nail may be driven into wood w ith 
a bar of mercury, frozen by having 
the liquid air i>oured over it. It 
may also be used as motive power 
in slups and may be safely handled 
in an oniinary engine. The vessel 
woidd be freed from the weight of 
coal and the necessity for coaling 
stations would no longer exist. 

In submarine boats the motor 
would furnish all the air needtnl 
fivr breathing, pure and cohl, and 
used in engines of aluminum and 
t>t>ilers of paper, it may peivhance 
solve the airship problem. The 
surniunding atmosphere would 
furnish all the heat needed. 

When liquid air is delivered to 
our houses in cans and l>ottles, coal 
and ice trusts may become things of 
the past. As a germicide it will 
prove of immense value, as clothing 
may be disinfected readily l>y its 
use. 

It is said that the molecules of 
oxygen are brought neart»r me- 
chanically infthe liquid air, hence 
any carbon body ignit^^d in close 
contact to it will under go oxida- 
tion instantly, resolving itself into 
its original gases, with explosive 
energy. It is expected io open up 
a new field in the line of safe ex- 
plosives, and is likely to be utilized 
as a pulverizer of refractory sub- 
stances, as by its evaporation they 
are made exeessively brittle in low 
te mpt^rat u res, probably f i om the 
shrinking apart of their molecules.

The gn^at explosive power of the 
fluid was shown by pouring a tea- 
spoonful into a copper tube a foot 
long, and sealed at the bottom. 
A closely fitting wooden plug was 
driven in the top; within four 
seconds, with a loud report the 
plug was shot up 200 feet above 
the surrounding buildings. Its 
possible uses as an explosive in 
war can be hardly imagined. It 
ma\ also be of great value in cool- 
ing guns in action.-— T/te Industrial

No serious writer will tell of a 
people actually dumb, plenty assert 
that tJiere tire races which cannot 
converse am(mg themselves without 
th(» assistance of geatures. We 
hear of them eastof (^ape Patmas, 
in Tasnuinia, ('eylon, Brazil, South 
Africa, and in America, and upon 
ex(;elh»nt authority. But confirma- 
tion of the report does not arrive in 
such volume as we should (^x|)ect at 
the present day, wlu*n thoughtful 
and (jbservant travelers swarm in 
(*veiy <|uarter of the world. The 
m(»st striking case is that of the 
ArapaluHw, because it has the 
guarantee of Sir Richard litirton, 
not because it is most impressive 
in its(df. He says that these red 
Indians must rise and sit by the 
(^anift tire when they wisli to talk 
at night, or must kindle a fire for 
tlu! purposes lint Burton could 
not possibly have been speaking 
of his own knowledge*, for Ih^ spcuit 
a very sh(n*t time — six weeks, if we 
remember right— in gallo})ing 
through 'Mh(^ plains." His ac- 
(*ount of all su(*h matters as this 
must have l)een hearsay. But 
there is no doubt that many savages 
would be (unbarrassed if they could 
not tissist th<^ transmission of tludr 
ideas by gesturi*. One could luird- 
!y fancy a Bushman talking with- 
out gr imaccis and motions at every 
syllable. But. the serious interest 
of gesticulation lies in the identity 
<u- the difference of its forms in va- 
rious parts of the world. Such 
stranged and unaccountable re- 
nunblanees have been note<l among 
races as far remote from one an- 
othc^r as (»ould be, and so many of 
t h(un ajjpear in deaf-mutes of civil- 
izc<l Kuro|H^ that one may almost 
be teinptiHl to think mankind had 
a natural language after all, but 
one — or perhaps two — ^of g<^sture, 
not spcM'cli. It may la? confidently 
assumed that sinni^ earnest and 
laborious stucbuit will go into this 
subj<»ct thoroughly some day; per- 
haps he is now at work. It would 
be his task to gather lists of signs 
use<i by divers [)eople, and com- 
pare them. Burton c<»llected s<Hne; 
a vast number of travelers lecord 
a few. \>\\ Tyler has noted many 
which <»oincide with those used by 
deaf and dumb persons — either 
tluMrown individual discovery or 
ado[)ted into their system of (uluca- 
tion. Thus he found that the* signs 
Corbidding, seeing, mother, and 
sist(4*, yes and no, truth and lie, 
fcHxl, think, trade, day, etc., re- 
corded by Bui ton among the red 
Indians, were quite intelligible to 
deaf-mute children in B<'rlin, 
wli*'r<' Ills studies were nutde. 

This is most extracu'dinary, if 
one thinks of it. And he gives 
souKi praet i(*al i 1 1 ust rat ions upon 
the authority (»f American <»xperts. 
A native of Hawaii was taken to 
an asylum, and forthwith began Xo 
''chatter" volubly, telling the in- 
mates all about his country and his 
voyage. A Ohinanian wlio could 
speak no language but his own had 
fallen into a state of melancholy. 
lntr<»duced to a numlier of deaf 
and dumb children, he became quite 
vivacious, talking and answering. 
And we have alett<»rfrom a deaf 
an<l dumb boy taken to see some 
Laplamb'rs. He s|)<»ke to the 
woman by signs, **and she under- 
stood me. ... She did not know we 
weicMb^af and dumb, but afterward 
she knc^w, and then sh(^ spoke to us 
alanrt reindeei and elk, and smiled 
at us much."

It would 
supply a long-f(^lt nt^ed among our 
class. Say what you may, there 
are many deaf who are always 
more or less dependent njjon others 
f(»r influence or direction in busi- 
ness callings. If this is taken as a 
refiiM^tion upon their capabilities, 
then we must consider deafness a 
greater misfortune than we hav<^ 
been w(»nt to admit bef(»re. 

It is not t<io late for the Society 
to act upon the questions ; but no 
time sliould be wasted. The* Hoard 
of Managers, which meets in De- 
cember, might take the initiative(»r 
ind<»ed disfjose of the questions 
*' singhs- handed." The* only ques- 
tion is— Will tli(\y do it ?

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A week or two ago, Dr, Alexan- 
der (xraham Hell passed through San 
Francisco on his way to Japan with 
his family.

visability of using the sign-language 
in o!ir work. When the deat-mute 
child tirst comes to school he has 
no means of common legating his 
thoughts except a few signs which 
have been invented by himself oi* his 
friends. Ho will probably express 
his most earnest wish, after he has 
been left in the great institution, 
by drawing his hand <lown over the 
back of his head and then nuiking 
far-(»tr gesture, the tlrst meaning 
tin* long-haired person (Ids mother) 
and the second his desire to go to 
her. In order to interest the child 
and relieve him of his homesickness 
it will be necessary to employ signs; 
English, spoken, written, (U'spelled, 
would simply add to his misery, as 
it would be altogether meaningless, 
except that the speaker's expres- 
siv«^ countenance would evince his 
good wish. If we desire to make 
the child understand why he has 
been <les(»rted (as he may suspect) 
by those he loves, we can in a few 
simjde gestun^s convey to his mind 
the weh»ome intelligence that the 
sep4U*jttion is not for goo<l, but that 
after a few '* sleeps" and after he 
has learned to make certain pecu- 
liar marks on a sheet of pai>er, he 
will return home. This sehlom 
fails to comfort him, and at the 
same time it stimulates his desire to 
learn to read and write. Tlum, 
after he has made some consider- 
abh'* progress in the acquisition of 
English, he has many ideas for 
which he has no words, and he must 
still rcHort to signs or give U[) all 
hope of (H>mmunicating his thought 
to others. It is claimed by thctse 
who advocate thi^ ** pun^ English " 
methoii, that the very effort t<» find 
woids suitable for the expression of 
thought is in itself a valuable men 
tal exercise and tends directly to 
foster the '* language habit." ' We 
are willing to concede that this m 
true and that so far as pcmsible, 
and especially with those pupils 
who have the necessary ambition 
and pride to pursue such a course, 
it is a wise plan to follow. Hut un- 
fortunately we are confronted with 
a ctmdition antl not a theory, 
(children eight or ten years of age 
cannot be (»x peeled to grasp the 
full importance of learning to (ex- 
press themselves in English. Out 
of respect to their teachi^rs' wishes 
they may attemi>t it, but exigencies 
will arise on the playground, at 
table, and even in the schoolroom, 
when if they are to communicate 
freely and readily, they must do so 
through that medium with which 
they are most familiar. It is claim- 
ed, as stated above, that thc»rt^ is a 
helpful mental exercise in thestudy 
and elioice of words ; wt^ claim that 
tlu^ro is no less an opportunity of 
mental develo]>ement for most 
pupils in the free use of signs. , 

When the i)upil has advanctnl to 
the higher classes, it would s«»em 
that he should begin to reali/e the 
importance of using as much 
F'nglish and as few signs as pos- 
sible. Hut as a matt(»r of fact we 
find that graduates of schools where 
no special restrictions of this kind 
are enforced, acquire, after leaving 
school, a renmrkable conunand of 
English. May it not be faiily 
inferred that the language of signs 



ban HO dt^yeloped thi^ mind, or has 
been ho valuable an aid in develop- 
ing the mind, that the graduates 
were fitted to take up and to a 
certain extent master the problem 
of colloquial English when the need 
of so doirrg came to pass V 

Theie is one other point on 
which we have* not touched. We 
do not believe there is any school in 
the United States, or the world, 
where signs are not used either 
openly or secretly by the pupils. 
This fact has l)een admitted to us 
l)y nuuiy of those who d(»ploru it 
and who continue to tight against 
it. Added to this is the fact that 
the maj(»rity of American s(dio(»ls 
are conducted on the plan which is 
in use in the California Institution. 
This being the case, it must be evi- 
dent to any unprejudiced .judg<* 
that the methods in use here can- 
not properly be n^garded as out of 
of date. — Editorial in California 
News,

ed in 1890. At first there was some 
€^50,000 for distribution ainon^ the 
hiiirs, but ere the Irial liad finish- 
ed — 122 years af(<M' its start — tlier(i 
were so many claimants to the 
money, and law costs had so swal-

The trial of Warren Hastings, 
for illegalities committed during 
his (Governorship of India, which 
took fdace at the end of last cen- 
tury, last(;d over seven years. 
lliiH is our longest Htate trial. 

All the above cases, however, 
grew to such length, because iliey 
were being constantly adjourned 
for long periods, and so little of 
them was heard at once. Of trials 
fairly continuous, and reck(»ning 
up all the flays aetually takerj, the 
Tich borne trial holds fir.it place 
without much dilTiculty. It began 
in 1872, and was not really com- 
pleted till the claimant was sen- 
tenced to prison for f>erjury, in 
1874. There had been sifting of 
the Court for no less a time than 
188 days, ere the finish came as 
d^rscribed.
